These 
were  carefully  examined  by  the  U.  S.  experts  and  said  to  be  on  par  with  the 
finest  California  grade.  A price  wholesale  of  25c  per  lb,  was  obtained,  or  nearly 
$2,000.00  for  the  crop.  No  spraying,  and  only  orchard  cultivation. 

In  the  matter  of  soils  upon  which  they  succeed,  the  English  Walnut  shows 
considerable  versatility.  The  one  requisite  generally  agreed  upon  is  that  there 
must  be  no  rock  or  hard  pan  to  stop  or  retard  the  growth  of  the  tap-root. 
The  richer  soils  are  naturally  best,  as  is  the  case  in  all  other  horticultural 
pursuits,  but  industry  on  the  part  of  the  orchardist,  applied  in  the  direction  of 
careful  cultivation  and  fertilization,  will  produce  eminently  successful  orchards 
on  indifferent  soil.  Continual  hoeing  and  digging  constitute  the  best  treatment. 
An  effective  treatment  for  a young  orchard  is  to  plow  between  the  rows  after 
the  spring  rains  cease  and  then  stir  the  soil  occasionally  throughout  the 
summer  with  disk  or  harrow.  Moisture  is  thus  retained  much  longer.  No  tree 
responds  to  cultivation  as  does  the  Walnut.

The  Sober  Paragon  will  thrive  practically  anywhere,  east,  west,  north  and 
south;  it  will  withstand  extremes  of  heat,  cold  and  drought  with  less  injury 
than  most  other  trees.  However,  it  requires  certain  things  in  the  way  of  soil 
and  drainage,  as  will  be  explained. 

In  choosing  the  site  for  a grove,  select  a rocky,  or  gravely  soil,  well 
drained — the  deeper  the  gravely  condition  the  better.  The  Chestnut  even 
more  than  other  trees,  thrives  by  the  mass  of  fine  net-like  roots,  which  its 
main  or  tap  roots  throws  out,  hence  the  stonier  the  soil  the  greater  the  quantity 
of  fine  roots. 

It  is  absolutely  essential  that  the  ground  be  well  drained  for  although  the 
Sober  Paragon  Chestnut  thrives  best  where  it  can  make  the  greatest  quality  of 
fine  roots,  those  will  decay  quickly  in  wet  soil,  causing  the  tree  to  die  within  a 
very  short  time. 

Fall  is  perhaps  the  best  time  to  plant  Sober  Paragon  Chestnut  trees, 
because  then  the  soil  is  still  warm  from  summer’s  sunshine  and  rain  and  rich 
with  fallen  leaves,  etc.  At  that  season  too,  the  rain  and  melting  snow  of  winter 
help  to  pack  the  earth  more  solidly  about  the  roots,  which  is  absolutely  essential 
as  no  tree  will  thrive  properly  unless  the  soil  lies  tightly  about  each  little  root. 

In  planting  always  pack 
the  soil  firmly  about  the 
roots.  If  new  land  is  to 
be  used  it  should  be 
ploughed  once  over  before 
planting,  if  not  too  rough. 
Fertilize  if  possible  with  a 
combination  of  bone  pot- 
ash and  nitrate  of  soda  in 
the  following  proportions: 
1,000  pounds  of  bone,  300 
pounds  of  potash  and  200 
pounds  of  nitrate  of  soda 
per  acre.  For  best  re- 
sults the  bone  and  potash 
should  be  worked  into  the 
soil,  while  the  nitrate  of 
soda  will  do  more  good  if 
put  on  in  three  or  four 
different  applications  dur- 
ing the  season.  It  is  only 
fair  to  say  that  Col.  Sober 
has  never  used  a fertilizer 
of  any  kind,  depending  up- 
on keeping  his  trees  well 
mulched  with  straw  and 
leaves.  The  tree  shown  in

Everyone  enjoys  the  Almond — one  of  the  most  delicious  of 
all  nuts.  The  retail  market  for  the  nuts  in  the  east  is  the  best  in  the  world, 
yet  while  individual  trees  are  often  seen  bearing  so  profusely  throughout  the 
peach  area,  commercial  plantings  are  very  scarce.  Yet  we  raise  the  trees  with 
no  difficulty  whatsoever  at  our  Nurseries,  with  our  cold  northern  New  York 
temperature. 

Dr.  Robert  T.  Morris,  one  of  the  foremost  authorities  on  nut  trees  in  this 
country,  has  hard-shell  Almonds  growing  on  his  estate  in  southern  Connecticut, 
which  have  withstood  temperatures  which  have  killed  his  peach  crop.  A light, 
well-drained  soil  is  best  soil  for  the  Almond  and  it  is  more  tolerant  of  drought 
than  most  deciduous  fruit  trees.  Even  the  soft-shell  Almond  (Princess  Almond) 
has  come  through  the  last  four  winters  with  us  without  a single  tree  winter 
killing.

It  is  perfectly  hardy  all  through  the 
north,  withstanding  at  our  nurseries 
15  degrees  below  zero  without  winter 
killing,  or  injuring  the  crop,  so  that  iron- 
clad hardiness,  rapidity  of  growth,  earli- 
ness of  bearing,  and  great  adaptability, 
are  the  four  splendid  qualities  which 
mean  a large  and  extensive  planting  all 
through  the  east. 

The  Filbert  is  of  very  rapid  growth, 
the  English  varieties  often  coming  into 
bearing  the  second  year,  the  American 
varieties  the  third  year.  The  yield  in- 
creases rapidly  from  a quart  or  more 
nuts,  so  that  by  the  tenth  year  the  yield 
will  often  average  fifteen  pounds  per 
tree.  This  yield  with  200  trees  to  the  acre  would  be  3,000  pounds,  which  will 
bring  from  seven  to  fifteen  cents  per  pound  according  to  the  varieties,  ground 
and  cultivation  given  the  orchard.  These  figures  are  conservative,  being  based 
on  actual  results  in  the  west,  where  it  is  grown  as  a commercial  enterprise. 

An  orchard  should  be  planted  on  a moderately  rich,  well-drained  soil; 
moist,  rather  than  not;  and  under  such  conditions  the  results  will  be  wonderful, 
and  far  richer  returns  than  from  the  ordinary  fruit  orchard.
